Mortgage Firms 4 Gyp Hundreds’

“Hundreds” of B.C. resi¬ 
dents are being gypped by un¬ 
ethical mortgage companies 
while provincial authorities 
ignore their plight; Liberal 
Dave Brousson charged in the 
Legislature Monday 

Brousson. the member for 
North Vancouver-C’apilano, 
named a number of Van- 
couver-area companies in the 
field, citing usurious rates of 
interest, and referring to 
them at one point in his 
speech as ”on the verge of 
being crooks” and at another 
as "outright crooks.”

Brousson cited the case of a 
couple with four children who 
own a 525,000 Vancouver 
North Shore home on which 
there was a first mortgage for 
59.000 repayable at 5150 a 
month. 

The couple, getting relocat¬ 
ed in B.C. after working for a 
period in Hong Kong, wanted 
to borrow $6,200 against their 
equity in the home and were 
referred to "a certain” mor¬ 
tage company. They got the 
money but had to pay a bonus 
to the company of $1,700 
amounting to 29 per cent of 


the proceeds of the loan 
and an interest rate of 17 per 
cent. 

At a monthly payment of 
$118 the couple would have 
paid a total of 57,080 In five 
years but would still owe 
57,300 which was due in a 
lump sum at the end of that 
period. 

In actual fact, however, 
they "missed a payment or 
two" and as a result, Brous¬ 
son said, the couple at the end 
of one year owes $8,250 or 
$350 more than they originally 
borrowed.

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Board Urging 
Parental Help

The Greater Victoria School District strike con¬ 
tinues today after teetering Monday night on the 
verge of settlement. 

The upshot was an appeal by the school board 
to parents to help keep the 54 schools open for two 
hours or more each day. 

A proposed package settlement was accepted by 
the board at a special meeting Monday night, but 
rejected about two hours later by the strikers. 

The recommendations came 
from government mediator 
Clark Gilmour following an 
exhausting 48 hours of talks 
Friday, Saturday and Sunday 
between negotiators for the 
l>oard and the Canadian Union 
of Public Employees. 

The strike involving 268 
maintenance employees 
began Jan. 12 and has dras¬ 
tically limited school atten¬ 
dance. 

School board chairman 
Peter Bunn, expressing bitter 
disappointment, said the 
package — 82 cents an hour 
over two years — would have 
meant an average pay in¬ 
crease of about 10 per cent in 
each of two years. He said the 
union had gone into Monday's 
talks still demanding a 20 per 
cent hike each year. 

However, it w4s the type of 
proposal that had to be ac¬ 
cepted as a package. The 
strikers rejected it by a vble 
of 177 to 61 after discussing 
one particular issue — the 
fact the agreement wou 1 d 
have retained the work cate¬ 
gory of laborer-janitor. *This 
has been strongly opposed by 
janitors who have argued 
against such duties as- lawn 
cutting. 

The hoard Is taking two 
steps today: It will seek cabi¬ 
net approval to keep tho 
schools open two hours a day 
during the duration of tho 
strike wherever heating and 
health conditions prove ade¬ 
quate. This has been the pat¬ 
tern followed until now. but 
without official government 
sanction. 

Bunn said the government 
was fully aware of what was 
going on but the board wanted 
approval in writing. 

The second step is aimed at 
the parents of schoolchildren. 

In at least one instance ear¬ 
lier in the strike a group of 
parents had ignored picket 
lines to clean a school. But 
Bunn said the board had not 
encouraged this practice. 

But now it will. 

"The board will take a new 
tack in assisting parents to 
maintain the schools,” Bunn 
said. 

By this he admitted tho

Dear Dr. Thosteson: After 
cysts are removed from an 
ovary, do cysts usually form 
again? I had one of my % 
"Varies removed two years 
ago. Now I'm having trouble 
with the other one. 

If the remaining ovary is 
removed soon, will I need to 
take hormones? 1 understand 
I would go through surgical 
mbnopause which 1 think 
woyld ruin my marriage. - 
Mrs. R.S. ^ 

I wouldn’t say that cysts 
“usually form again.” but it 
is true that they can, the 
ovary being a secreting organ 
and hence made of the type of 
tissue that can produce more 
cysts— 

When your remaining ovary 
is removed (or if it is) -you 
will have surgical- menopause. 
Your body no longer will be 
producing as much female 
hormone as before. This may 
or may not cause any symp¬ 
toms, although frankly It 
probably will hot flashes, 
jitters, that sort of thing. 

To prevent these symptoms,

you will be given estrogen (fe¬ 
male hormone) to compensate 
for that which your ovaries no 
longer are producing for you. 

Discard at once the idea 
that surgical menopause will 
"ruin your marriage." This 
simply is not true, no matter 
how often you hear it said. 

It is true that you no longer 
can have children, but you 
should expect no change at all 
in your eex life. The same 
thing is true of hysterectomy 
(removal of the uterus). A 
great deal of folklore has 
grown up to the effect that a 
woman’s sex life ends. It does 
not.

Finally such hairs can be 
removed permanently by 
electrolysis. Registered elec- 
trologists do this, but some of 
them, I am told, prefer that 
you bring a nofe of pe'rmis- 
sion from your doctor. (Same 
t h i n g — t h e permission 
applies to removing hairs 
from moles.)

Wash, in a gale. 

McDonald was a witness at 
the inquiry into the sinking of 
the 61-foot tug, which sank on 
Feb. 27, 1972. Five crew 
members died. 

McDonald said the tug had 


had some steering difficulties, 
but he believed these had 
been corrected the day he 
turned over the command of 
the vessel, a week before the 
sinking. 

Questioned on the handling 
of the vessel, McDonald said 
. that if the engines were 
stopped, it would be possible 
for the tug to be pulled over 
by the force 70-knot gale on 
two empty woodchip barges 
the Haro Straits was hauling 
at the time of the mishap.

lunar surface, general interest petered oiit despite 
continuing saturation publicity. 

The novelty wore off to the extent that when 
tlie last of the Apollo crews was paraded before the 
United States Congress to receive the traditional 
tribute accorded the brave men of space, the lack 
of enthusiasm was deafening. Only about one-third 
of the House members were present, the public gal¬ 
leries were about half full, and the Senate made it¬ 
self scarce to the point of being entirely absent. 

The last of the Apollo missions — No. 17 — 
turned up more important scientific material than 
any of the others, particularly the first ones, which 
had the whole of the nation and much of the rest of 
the world sifting on the edge of their television 
viewing chairs. 

This paradox of public interest being at its 
highest when the scientific returns of Apollo were 
at their lowest is one of many in man’s intellectual 
growth. 

A more significant one, as noted by the re¬ 
spected Portland newspaper, The Oregonian, is 
that man developed an understanding of the dis¬ 
tant stars before he gained much knowledge of the 
Earth itself. “The era of modern astronomy was 
begun by Copernicus in 1543, but it was not until 
1795 that James Hutton began laying the founda¬ 
tions of modern geology,” The Oregonian has dug 
up, and: “Scholars believe that man’s lagging inter¬ 
est in the Earth was due to the fact that-in the 
great Tigris-Euphrates flood plain that spawned 
Western Civilization, the brilliant stars in the clear 


desert night were more interesting than the sand- 
covered rocks." 

Apollo 17 moved man closer to the stars, but 
in the wealth of geological material it produced it 
also moved man much closer to an understanding 
of the,,Earths thus reversing ,t|te ancient, attrac. 
tidnS; 

"Why should tile public care whether the last 
volcano on the Moon is found? Why should it share 
the enthusiasm voiced by Dr, Harrison H. Schmitt 
when an orange-colored rock was picked up?” the 
newspaper asks, and replies: the answers can give 
geologists a better understanding of the formation 
of the life-giving water on Earth in which, of 
course, everyone should be interested. 

Earth's water resources were produced by vol¬ 
canic action. It is believed that the Moon also 
produced water in this way, but because of its low 
gravity could not hold its H20. Thus, if the waters 
of Earth are to be preserved or enhanced, science 
needs a firm knowledge of how they were formed 
and lost on the Moon. 

Perhaps if this and other purposes of Apollo 
had been given more stress, early interest would 
have been maintained among the general public. 

Lunokhod II probably would be getting some 
attention, and there wouldn’t be as much complain¬ 
ing about the $517 millions of equipment the 
Americans have left on the Moon. 

There will be a return of general interest in 
space when the United States and Russia finally 
bring off their joint venture two years from now, 
but only for the reason that the two opposing ideo¬ 
logical giants are doing something together. It will 
be no more spectacular than that which already 
has taken place, and probably will not reveal any¬ 
thing new which might help in the preservation of 
Earth — although maybe the demonstration of co¬ 
operation will. * 


No Better Cause 


R esurrection of a report of the vic¬ 
toria Parent-Teacher Association of nearly 20 
years ago shows clearly enough that people were 
well aware of the menace of narcotic drugs then as 
now. “Drug addiction is on the increase in Cana¬ 
da,” the long-forgotten document declared, “espe¬ 
cially in younger age groups.” 


But recognition of the problem and the ui- 
gency of its nature w.ere not enough to stimulate 
the necessary action to resolve it. Instead, in the 
year's since that report was made the situation has 
swiftly deteriorated. 


The basic truths remain: “Incarceration of ad¬ 
dicts does not solve the problem ... Peddling and 
manufacture of illicit drugs is a legal problem but 
addiction is a medical problem." 

It is on the acceptance of these generalities 
that a newly-formed group now proposes to agitate 
for legislation and organization to combat the evil. 
Canadian Concerned Citizens has called an open 
meeting for 7:30 p.m., February 14, in the Victoria 


High School auditorium. Questions and suggestions 
are invited. 

Concerned Citizens might do worse than base 
its campaign on the recommendations of the PTA 

of 1953: 

Education and discussion, with the co-opera¬ 
tion of newspapers, were initial steps suggested; es¬ 
tablishment of clinics to supply registered addicts, 
thus to a large extent eliminating the trafficker; 
treatment instead of prison for the addicted; and 
stiffer penalties for the people convicted of illicit 
dealings in dangerous drugs. 

The wider the public’s participation in the ef¬ 
fort the greater will be the impact of Concerned 
Citizens upon the responsible administrators. It 
would be encouraging to the organizers and impres¬ 
sive in quarters where it counts if the high school 
auditorium were packed to overflowing on Febru¬ 
ary 14. 

The sad thing is that this movement has been 
so slow to develop when it is accepted a better 
cause would be difficult to find. 


The 4 Peace ’ Agreement 


To Get Out in His Time 


The main talk in Washing¬ 
ton, and in much of the world 
besides, is of course '‘peace" 
in South Vietnam. But there 
will be no peace in that 
country. The cease-fire of 
Sunday, January 28 (Vietnam 
time) merely marks the start 
of a new phase in a continuing 
struggle between the aggres¬ 
sor Communist government in 
Hanot afid the Thieu govern¬ 
ment in Saigon. 

The North Vietnamese still 
have an estimated 150,000 
regular tboops in South Viet¬ 
namese territory, mostly in 
the northwest comer of the 
country, some near the Par¬ 
rots Beak, and a few in the 
Delta near the Cambodian 
border. There is still a small 
bard core of Viet Cong, com¬ 
prising perhaps 5 per cent of 
the. population, and these 
communist cadres remain ac¬ 
tive. If the 30,000 supposed 
Viet Cong prisoners held 1# 
the Tnieu government are in 
fact released, these men can 
be expected to return to their 
villages to organize a rising 
insurgency.

Many 
Vietnamese have learned new 
and useful skills. The war has

the North in many ways. 


The "peace" agreement in¬ 
dicates that tha Hanoi govern¬ 
ment is shifting gears. It is 
prepared temporarily to sus¬ 
pend further invasion by regu¬ 
lar main force units. It is pre¬ 
pared to revert to the kind Of 
\illage by village Insurgency 
that characterizfld-tbe start of 
the struggle In. Hie. ’50s. 
The Viet Cong are weaker 
now than they have been, but 
there are a few districts 
where they may be able to 
establish a parallel govern¬ 
ment. The taxing of peasants 
for rice, the conscripting of 
youths for combat units, and 
the supplying of North Viet¬ 
namese forces in the country 
all will continue. Night'time 
terrorism, after perhaps a 
short lull, soon will be on the 
increase.

The 'Thieu government is in 
a much better position to 
counter main force aggression 
if on a limited scale. The 
Army of the Republic of Viet¬ 
nam (ARVN) is well equipped 
and slowly gaining con¬ 
fidence. Its failures are most¬ 
ly attributable to poor gen¬ 
eralship. Necessity eventually 
will compel it to fight without 
the U.S. tactical air support 
to which it has become too ac¬ 
customed. It can count upon 
resupply from the U.S. and 
maintenance of equipment by 
U.S. "technical represent¬ 
atives" employed hy U.S, 
firms under contract.

The main question is 
whether the Thieu govern¬ 
ment can learn to govern. Li¬ 
miting terrorism is only part 
of Its problem. Corruption 
must be kept within more rea¬ 
son ble limits. The government 
must also develop a tax sys¬ 
tem that really collects. Other¬ 
wise, despite U.S. economic 
assistance, galloping inflation 
will reverse the trend towards 
economic "modernization." It 
must accelerate its "land to 
the tiller" program for most 
villagers will only support the 
government actively if this 
means safeguarding title to 
recently redistributed land. 

Enforcement of | cease fire 
would of course strengthen 
the Thieu government. The 
funcion of a supervisory force 
is not to enforce a cease fire, 
however — which would be 
quite impossible — but to re¬ 
port violations of it. More¬ 
over, while the supervisory 
force may be able to docu¬ 
ment sustained violations by 
main force units, it cannot be 
expected to confirm the many 
nightly acts of terrorism that 
are the essence of an insur¬ 
gency.

"Let me speak, please to 
the person who is selling that 
$5,000 worth of antiques,” you 
say. 

"You’re speaking to him," 
replies the pleasant voice. 

Then he adds, "But you’re 
too late. All the antiques are 
sold." 


. . chamber pots . . . hair 
receivers . . . bride’s baskets . 

. . end-of-day glass . . . ewers 
and basin ... gas chandelier . 

. . and mofe of interest to 
dealers .. 

The whole thing, explains 
the man at Information Cana¬ 
da, was "a hobby." 

But it took too much time. . 

He and his wife—both are 
public servants—had bought 
"an old barn" at Appleton 
and stocked it with antiques. 
Business was brisk. Perhaps 
too brisk. 

It cut into their time. 

"You can’t serve two 
masters," explained the man 
at Information Canada. 

"Mine is a long-hours job, 
Saturdays and Sundays too, so 
something had to go." 

It was the antiques. 

Sold through the ad in the 
collectors’ magazine, and at 
least some of the time over 
Information Canada's phones. 


A bit odd, wasn’t it, the 
man at Info Can was asked, 
to run a private business at 
the taxpayers’ expense? 

“There is nothing in the 
terms of reference of my job 
here which says I cannot have 
a hobby," he replied. 

But wasn’t this more than a 
"hobby," in fact wasn’t it a 
commercial enterprise, a 
business? 


"Well perhaps,” replied the 
man at Info Can, "but it got 
too big for us." 

So he disposed of at least 
part of it over a government 
phone, during hours? And if 
so. wasn’t it a rather unusual 
operation? 

"If I was breaking any law 
or violating any departmental 
regulation." he replied. "I 
was unaware of it. I’m plead¬ 
ing ignorance of the law or of 
the rules. And show me where 


it says in my terms of job ref¬ 
erence where I cannot use the 
phone." 

Nowhere in the public ser¬ 
vice regulations is use of a 
government phone prohibited. 

But nowhere in those same 
regulations does it say a gov¬ 
ernment phone may be used 
for the pursuit of private com¬ 
mercial enterprise. 

It is "assumed," as one se¬ 
nior deputy minister explains, 
that "one understands it as an 
unwritten law that the govern¬ 
ment phone is for the pursuit 
of government business." 

But it all happened at Infor¬ 
mation Canada, didn’t it? 

And if antiques are your 
bag, and someone at Informa¬ 
tion Canada has the informa¬ 
tion, why not call? 

People did. and the $5,000 
worth of antiques have been 
sold, permitting the man at 
Info Can and his public ser¬ 
vant wife to devote all their 
working time to their civil 
service jobs. 


/ Beg to Differ 


The events that have finally 
led to the Paris cease-fire 
agreement provide a long and 
interesting story. President 
Nixon was prepared to exert 
pressures that his predeces¬ 
sors shunned. He entered 
Cambodia to intercept Com¬ 
munist supply lines, he mined 
the Haiphong harbor to slow 
Soviet and Chinese resupply, 
and he bombed the Hanoi area 
to bring the North Vietnam¬ 
ese back to the conference 
table. His visits to Peking and 
to Moscow were partly direct¬ 
ed to lessening Communist 
support of the Hanoi regime. 
Prior to the November elec¬ 
tion, he allowed Hanoi to 
think it was going to get a 
much better agreement than 
it has secured, and in this 
way he prevented a North 
Vietnamese invasion during 
the election campaign jn the 
States.

formerly held by the whites 
has been turned over to the 
Africans. The rest is still con¬ 
trolled by whites. 

Vast acreages have been 
taken over by high-level poli¬ 
ticians instead of being 'broken 
up into small plots for the 
landless, as the Mau Mau hop¬ 
ed would happen. 

The Kikuyus have ac- 
cumulated vast political 
power since independence in 
1963, but not all of them are 
convinced that their sacrifice 
has resulted in a fair dis¬ 
tribution of the land they feel 
they won. 

While Africans are partici¬ 
pating more each year in the 
economy of independent 
Kenya, the hopes of the early 
day Mau Mau fighters, who 
two decades ago inspired rev¬ 
olutionaries throughout the 
Third World and beyond, are 
far from being realized. 

Recently a Kenyan 
congressman, J. M. Kariuki, 
who was Jailed by the British 
during the Mau Mau “emer¬ 
gency,” put it this way to a 
group of newsmen: 

“Unless something is done 


now, the land question will be 
answered by bloodshed. 

"Our people who died in the 
forests died with a handful of 
soil in their right han<J, be¬ 
lieving they had fallen in a 
noble struggle to regain our 
land. But we are being car¬ 
ried away by selfishness and 
greed . 


He was referringtothe 
heavy accumulation of vast 
acreages of choice White 
Highlands farmlands, pur¬ 
chased from the British with 
the help of British loans, by 
leading Kenyan politicians — 
lands which in his view should 
have been made available to 
deserving farmers. 


In a country of severe tribal 
animosity, the message of 
who's getting title to much of 
the country’s best farms 
hasn’t been lost on the other 
major farming tribes like the 
Acamba, the Kalinjin and the 
Luo. This has hardly contrib¬ 
uted to the national harmony 
sought by Kenyatta. 


Traditional Way of Life in Jeopardy 

Shetlands Dread Oil Boom 


_ \ 

By ANDREW MACH, from London 

A series of major oil strikes made in the 
area around the Shetland Islands off the 
Scottish coast last year, and earlier finds 
elsewhere, could make Britain almost self- 
sufficient in domestic oil production within 20 
years. 

Politically and economically these strikes 
are of great Importance for Britain but the 
17,000 Inhabitants of the Shetlands view them 
with alarm. 

They see the oil boom not as a promise, 
but as a threat. The Shetlands have no partic¬ 
ular economic need for oil. The island econ¬ 
omy, based securely on farming, fishing and 
knitwear, has been prospering quietly for 
many years. 

Leaders of the local community fear that 
the oil men will destroy the traditional indus¬ 
tries by offering local people big wages to 
work on shore Installations and to service the 
oil rigs, and they fear that If and when the oil 
reserves run out the traditional skills will 
have been forgotten and the islands will sink 
Into a depression. 

★ ★ ★ 

But far more than long-term security Is at 
stake. With a unique culture protected for 
centuries from so-called progress by lta re¬ 
moteness, Shetland offers a haven from the 
rat race of urban life. The close and warm 


communal ties which characterise the island 
community stem In part from the fact that 
nearly everyone knows everyone else. 

Today, Shetland’s culture — which has Its 
roots in Scotland and Norway — Is already 
threatened by the Invasion from outside. 
Ixiud-volced, Texan oil rig workers and 
smooth-suited oil company executives simply 
don’t fit comfortably into the leisurely and 
relaxed pace of life on the islands. And these 
people are only the advance party of a much 
bigger force which will come once production 
from the oil rigs gets under way. 

The local airfield, once kept trimmed by a 
herd of Shetland sheep, is now constantly 
abuzz with the noise of aircraft 
★ ★ ★ 

At the present time most parts of the 
islands remain unspoiled and relatively un¬ 
touched by the invasion, but the Shetland 
county manager believes the oil boom could 
eventually bring a further 6,000 people to the 
Islands — a third of the present population. 

This In turn would require a vast army of 
mainland construction workers to build the 
necessary accommodation to house them. 
The Impact of such an influx on the Island 
way of life would he enormous. The Islanders 
have few Illusions, but with wholly under¬ 
standable bitterness they see themselves as 
the victims rather than the beneficiaries of 
progress. 


Another factor making for 
restiveness is that the Kikuyu 
have not done particularly 
well with the plots, mostly 30 
acres each, they have been 
allowed to buy from the gov¬ 
ernment with loans. 

The result has been, in 
many cases, a sharp dropoff 
in production and even aban¬ 
donment of their plots by dis¬ 
couraged farmers who seek 
jobs in the cities instead.

African farmers here seem 
to lack the experince to run 
big spreads profitably. 

All considered, the old Mau 
Mau fighters are not al¬ 
together happy over the result 
of their beating their swords 
into plowshares. 

They have their indepen¬ 
dence, true enough, but 
another major reason for their 
sacrifice was to take over the 
. vast white farming estates 
and become rich as the hard¬ 
working, efficient British did.

We have to make up 
for lost time by being so 
strong ourselves that we 
won’t need to depend on any 
big power when the crunch 
comes."

China Ruled by Ancients

The People’s Republic of 
China is the world’s newest 
major power, although China 
Itself is the oldest surviving 
national unit It may, there¬ 
fore, be appropriate that 
China has by far the oldest 
rulers in the world. 

Chairman Mao Tse-tung, 
who turned 79 the day after 
Christmas, is himself the last 
of the surviving titans of the 
Second World War era, except 
for his rival of decades, Na¬ 
tionalist China’s Generalis¬ 
simo Chiang Kai-shek, 85. 

Stalin and Churchill, de 
Gaulle and Roosevelt are 
gone — as are Truman, 
Khrushchev and Adenauer, 
who dominated the postwar 
era. 

★ ★ ★ 

But Mao lives on, arthritic 
and almost assuredly suffer¬ 
ing from Parkinsonism, the 
oomplex ailment that inhibits 


both physical movement and 
mental clarity. 

Yet Mao is not the oldest 
man at the top of the Chinese 
hierarchy. That honor belongs 
to Tung Pi-wu, acting Chair¬ 
man (president) of China, 
who will be 90 this year. 

The three highest formal 
positions in China are oc¬ 
cupied by Mao, Tung and Pre¬ 
mier Chou En-lai, who will be 
75 In April. By the end or 1973, 
the average age of the big 
three will be 81%. 

* ★ ★ 

It is not unusual to find men 
of great age at the apex of 
pyramids of authority, partic¬ 


ularly when there is no effec¬ 
tive provision for peaceful 
transfer of power. 

Normally, old rulers have 
survived — and thus inherited 
power from those who 
perished. But only Tung is 
new to his largely ceremonial 
eminence. Mao and Chou 
have been preeminent for 
more than four decades. 

Regardless of such unusual 
circumstances, the general 
age of China’s leaders is as¬ 
tonishing. 

By the end of this year the 
average age of the 12 active 
members erf the political 
bureau of the Chinese Com- 
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munist Party, the group that 
exercises central power, will 
be 71%. 

★ ★ ★ 

Of course, traditional Chi¬ 
nese civilization venerated 
age — and fundamental atti¬ 
tudes do not change that 
much or that rapidly in 
China. Moreover, the sage 
Confucious, describing the 
ages of man, wrote: 

“At 60, It man is In har¬ 
mony with the universe!” 
Therefore, commentators 
have explained over the cen¬ 
turies, he can rule others 
fairly and wisely. 

Competence at lower levels, 
of course, exists. There are, 
as Chou himself has pointed 
out, thousands of senior of-' 
ficials and tens of thousands 
of middle-rank officials in 
China.

The vacuum thus created 
almost certainly will be filled 
by a military man, because 
the People’s Liberation Army 
is at present the strongest in¬ 
stitution of political authority 
in China. But he will probably 
not be granted the formal 
titles. 

Instead, “collective leader¬ 
ship” is likely to assume for- 
mal power, its individual 
members responsible for indi¬ 
vidual areas like civil ad¬ 
ministration, foreign policy, 
defence, education, and party 
organization.

The Federation of Indepen¬ 
dent Schools Association, 
formed in 1966, was never 
successful in Its attempts to 
meet with the cabinet of the 
former Social Credit govern¬ 
ment, or even with a cabinet 
committee, FISA executive 
director Jerry Ensing said 
Monday. 

The organization met with 
former education minister 
Donald Brothers, but was 
never able to convince him in¬ 
dependent schools should 
have government recognition 
or tax money for the opera¬ 
tion. 

The belief of the indepen¬ 
dent* is that there is no free¬ 
dom of choice in the present 
B.C. education system. 
Parents who choose to send 


their children to Independent 
•chools have to pay to do so. 

Ensing said FISA took a 
poll of candidates during the 
August provincial election 
campaign, with these results: 
144 supported legal recogni¬ 
tion for independent schools, 
21 were opposed; 114 support¬ 
ed financial help and 57 were 
against it. There were no an¬ 
swers from $3 candidates 


earmarked for the safety of 
students. Improvements 
would be made in science la¬ 
boratories labelled unsafe in a 
1969 study. 

Bunn describes plans for a 
community school at James 
Bay elementary as “very ex¬ 
citing,” something that would 
serve the needs of the district. 

Some of the biggest individ¬ 
ual spending is planned for 
James Bay — 5240,000 in con¬ 
struction, 59,600 in site devel¬ 
opment and $19,000 in fur¬ 
nishings and equipment. The 
school would be made avail¬ 


able for community activities r * 
and accommodate students 
affected by a phasing out of 
two other elementary schools 
— Beacon Hill and South 
Ward. 

Bunn said tha strike of 
board maintenance workers 
had “imposed itself over the 
whole scene” and he hoped 
voter* would know there was 
no connection between the dis¬ 
pute and the referendum — 
that the spehding would have 
nothing to do with salaries. 

There was a danger that 


those siding against the board 
would vote against tha refer¬ 
endum. Someone had already 
said they wouldn’t vote for his 
(Bunn’s) referendum. 

“It s not my referendum — 
it’s the people’s referendum,” 
he said.

Vancouver Sawmill Bought 

Domain ’s Productions To Double 


DUNCAN — Doman Indus¬ 
tries Ltd., which already has 
lumber storage and transpor¬ 
tation facilities in Richmond, 
has purchased the Vancouver 
sawmill operation of Ander¬ 
son Bros. Lumber Co. Ltd. 
located on the north arm of 
the Fraser River. 

Company President Herb 
Doman said that the pur¬ 
chase, announced Monday, 
will be paid for with funds to 
be drawn down under the 
terras of Doman’• first mort¬ 
gage bond agreement. The 
sum was not made public but 
the purchase was for cash 
and no dilution is involved. 

Doman Industries in the 


last fiscal year ending Oct. 31, 
1972, saw its net earnings in¬ 
crease from 31.02 per com¬ 
mon share to 51.58 and work¬ 
ing capital boosted from 53 
million to 54.3 million. 

Just last month the quarter¬ 
ly dividend was increased 
from 2.5 cents to 10 cents per 
common share. 

The acquisition is the first 
step in the plans that Doman 
Industrial haa for it. Doman’s 
lumber production capacity 
will Increase tiy 35 million 
board feet to 175 million when 
the purchase date becomes ef¬ 
fective, May 1. This total does 
not include the production of 
Saltair Lumber Co. Ltd. 
which is owned 80 per cent by 


Pacific Logging Co. Ltd. and 
20 per cent by Doman's. 

Doman stated that the exist¬ 
ing Anderson min will be up¬ 
dated for operaBon at full ca¬ 
pacity while studies and engi¬ 
neering plans presently un¬ 
derway are being completed 


for a new sawmill to be‘built 
at the site. f 

The company feeds, Doman 
said, that with the completion 
of the new sawmill in Van¬ 
couver early in 1974 and with 
the expansion underway at 
Doman’s Cfiemgihus plant, 


annual production capacity in 
1974 will be 300 million board 
feet — double, the present 
level. 

Including the Saltair opera¬ 
tion, the i^w capacity by 1974 
will be 400 million board feet, 
Doman added.

VANCOUVER (CP) — Fish¬ 
eries Minister Jack Davis 
said Monday United States 
delegates have twice walked 
out of meetings on the Fraser 
Salmon Treaty, under which 
catches of sockeye and pink 
salmon returning to the river 
are divided among fishermen 
from the U.S. and Canada. 

Davis was replying to dele¬ 
gates at the annual conven¬ 
tion that Canada would accept 
no more U.S. funds towards 
the cost of the Fraser River 
salmon rehabilitation pro¬ 
gram. 

In a speech to the conven¬ 
tion, Davis said Canada would 
be discussing the treaty with 
the U.S. in April and he hoped 
"they will be in a better 
frame of mind." 

Canada has asked that the 
U.S. share of the catch be 
reduced to 25 per cent, with 
Canada assuming the cost of 
ail future salmon rehabili¬ 
tation programs on the 
Fraser. . 

The two countries now con¬ 
tribute equally to rehabili¬ 
tation costs. 

The minister said the nego¬ 
tiations were difficult and 


Canada was "locked into a 
formula of the present treaty" 
until discussions were re¬ 
opened and “we are pressing 
the Americans for changes 
they are reluctant to make." 

Davis said he foresees the 
solution to the impasse com¬ 
ing through discussion of the 
entire salmon fisheries ques¬ 
tion with the U.S., including 
discussion of matters in which 
the U.S. considers it has a 
grievance against Canada.

Thirty people in the Greater Victoria 
area depend on a machine for life. With¬ 
out a regular hookup on the sophisticated 
$5,000 device, their bodies would, in ef¬ 
fect, poison them. 

More than half .of them have no pros¬ 
pects of independence from The Ma¬ 
chine. They are too old. Their arteries 
have hardened. So every week they 
spend as much as 30 hours connected to 
the contraption that cleanses their blood. 

But the others, those under 50 years 
of age, have hope. Any day now they 
may receive a telephone call from their 
doctor: "Get to Vancouver General Hos¬ 
pital as quickly as you can. there’s a 
chance of a transplant." 

A new kidney. And a better than 50-50 
chance of resuming a normal life. 

Dr. Ab Siddiqui, who has taken part 
in 58 kidney transplants in Toronto and 
Saskatoon, has a lot of faith in the 
grafts. He’s hoping that the Royal Jubi¬ 
lee Hospital can start a transplant unit 
within the next year or two. 

Kidney dialysis, the official name for 
The Machine and what it does, is only a 
‘‘second-best substitute” for the real 
thing, he says. Even if technology comes 
up with a suitcase-sized machine that a 
patient can carry around, it will still be 
a poor alternative to human tissue. 

For an dfgan about as big as a 
clenched fist, the kidney has an impor¬ 
tance far out of proportion to its size. It 
makes urine by drawing the impurities 
from the blood that flows through it. 

It has a major role in controlling 
blood pressure; a diseased kidney can 
cause blindness by increasing the pres¬ 
sure of blood in veins to the eyes, until 
they burst. 

They are incredibly tough organs that 
can continue working under severe hand¬ 
icaps, Siddiqui explained. 

"The body chemistry begins to short¬ 
change after 75 per cent of the kidneys 
are gone because of disease," he said. 

"but a person can get by on as little as 5 
per cent kidney function. 

"If one of the two kidneys is diseased 
and removed from the body, the other 
will grow to nearly twice its size and 
take over the complete job of cleansing 
the blood.” 

As in heart transplants, the biggest 
problem in kidney grafts is rejection. If 
the donor is an identical twin, there’s an 
excellent chance of success because the plant that could put his life back on an 
body chemistry is so alike. 

Transplants from brother or sister 
stand a GO to 80 per cent chance. The 
success rate from strangers is about 50 
per cent. An important consideration in 
matching donor and recipient is the 
number of Human Lucocyte Antigens 
(HLA) in each body. - 

Antigens are the substances that in¬ 
duce antibodies, and if there are an un¬ 
equal amount of HLAs in the two bodies, 
the transplanted kidney will be recog¬ 
nized as foreign tissue and attacked. 

What follows is a scenario of a kidney 
transplant, as seen by Dr. Siddiqui: 

A traffic accident victim is brought 
into the emergency ward of a hospital. 

He is near death. The attending doctor 
calls in a kidney specialist (nephrolo¬ 
gist) who makes sure the heart, lung and 
kidneys are still functioning. He careful¬ 
ly inspects the kidneys. 

The nephrologist lines up two of his 
patients, since both kidneys may be 
used. They arc brought into hospital. 

When the brain wave activity of the 
vietim stops, he must be declared dead

EDMONTON (CP) — Fas¬ 
ten your seat belts—but don't 
buckle up over your belly. 

That’s the advice of Dr. G. 
J. F. Stewart of Calgary, who 
says most people aren’t wear¬ 
ing their automobile seat belts 
correctly and could get ab¬ 
dominal injuries in a car ac¬ 
cident. 

It also as the fault of car 
manufacturers who install 
seat belts incorrectly in an at¬ 
tempt to have seat belts do 
two jobs: keep the person 
from being thrown out of the 
car and from being thrown 
forward. 

Seat belts were designed 
only for the first use, the 
director of surgery from the 
Calgary General Hospital, 
told reporters. 

“They are lap belts, de¬ 
signed to keep the person 
from being thrown out of the 
car, not to stop the upper 
body from being thrown for¬ 
ward.” 

Diagonal shoulder belts and 
the double shoulder harness 
are for the latter purpose, he 
said. 


As a result, people tend fo 
buckle them across the ab¬ 
domen and, in a crash, the 
abdomen is thrown against 
the belt and internal injuries 
occur. 

Such injuries have included 
the intestinal tract or gut and. 
less commonly, injuries to the 
liver, spleen and kidneys, he 
said. Occasionally, there was 
a report of a broken back. 

Seat belts shoqld be in¬ 
stalled by the manufacturers 
so they come up the sides of 
the seats and across the 
thighs, he said. Most au¬ 
tomobile installations arc 
faulty, although some in 
sports oars with bucket seats, 
for example, are in the proper 
positions. 

Despite the possibility of ab¬ 
dominal injuries, -Dr. Stewart 
insists individuals should 
wear seat belts. 

“I’d much rather have a 
live patient, even with ab¬ 
dominal injuries," he said. In 
all the 41 cases he described 
he suspected the patient 
would have been killed If a 
seat belt had not been worn.

brating needles on another in¬ 
strument about the size of a 
book. 

"The blind person feels with 
his fingertips precisely what 
the camera sees.” said Dr. 
John G. Linvill, chairman of 
Stanford University’s elec¬ 
trical engineering depart¬ 
ment. 

Linvill, who headed the 
team which developed the de¬ 
vice, described the Optacon 
Monday in a paper presented 
to a stienqe writers’ seminar 
in opthalmology sponsored by 


Research to Prevent 
Blindness Inc. of New York, a 
national research foundation. 

He said a blind person expe¬ 
rienced in using the Optacon 
can read about half as quickly 
as an experienced Braille 
reader. However, he said, Op¬ 
tacon eliminates converting 
printed material to Braille's 
groups of dots pressed into 
paper to represent letters. 

"The aim is to make the 
blind competitive in a sighted 
world,” he said. I believe it 
changes the lifestyle of the 
blind persons.”

Child Ills May Be Food Allergies’ 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - 
A University of California 
professor of pediatrics says 
most parents don’t realize 
that a wide variety of symp¬ 
toms experienced by their 
children may. tarja*u»d tor 
roods eaten almost dally, in¬ 
cluding milk. 

The symptoms include rf. 

current abdominal pain: 
cranky, unhappy or difficult 
behavior: pallor and dark cir¬ 
cles under the eyes: tiredness 
and fatigue; leg aches or 
“growing pains,” and respira¬ 


tory tract symptoms such as 
stuffy nose, chronic coughing 
and wheezing 

"While any one of these 
symptoms may be due to a 
variety of other causes, most 
people and many physicians 
are unaware that tliey may 
also he caused' by food ai- 
iergy," say* Dr- William 
Deamcr. 

When several of the symp¬ 
toms co-exist, Deamer says, a 
child is said to have Allergic 
Tension-fatigue syndrome 
(TFS). 


Deamer claims that many 
physicians are not acquainted 
with the TFS syndrome and 
that some of those who are do 
not accept It as a valid entity. 


‘‘In order to find the real 
problem, a careful history uf 
the child must be recorded,” 
notes Deamer. 

"If food allergy is suspected 
it is best studied by trial diets 
which eliminate certain foods 
for a three-week period. Skin 
tests unfortunately are quite 
unreliable for food allergy. 


The foods most often found to 
be responsible are milk, choc¬ 
olate and com. 

‘Elimination of the first 
two alone may bring relief to 
over iiaif the oases. It la not 
quite as my as it sounds as 
milk elimination Includes 
cheese and'led cream. Choco- 
iaia^eliminatlon includes cola 
drinks." 

He contends that allergy to 
milk, the chief offender, often 
begins in infancy. 

‘‘This can be understood if 
one considers the degree of 


exposure to milk an infant ex¬ 
periences. If a 15-pound infant 
ingests a pint and a half of 
milk a day. it is equivalent to 
a man weighing 150 pounds 
drinking two gallons of milk a 
day or one pint every hour for 
16 hours." "

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Canada’s Immigration 


Regulations 


have changed. 


As of January 1,1973—all visitors 
coming to Canada must have an Employ¬ 
ment Visa if they intend to work here, or 
be registered with an Immigration Officer 
if they intend to visit more than three 
months. 

Those who arrived before January 1, 
1973 have until March 31,1973 to register 
at a Canada Immigration Centre if they 
plan to stay beyond March 31. Some will 
already have legal permission to work here, 
or stay more than three months. They 
needn't register until this authorization is 
to expire. 

Exemptions 

All Canadian citizens and landed 
immigrants are, of course, exempt. 

All diplomats and visiting Armed 
Forces personnel performing official duties 
here are exempt. 

Foreign newsmen, visiting business¬ 
men, clergymen, and professional athletes 
don't need an Employment Visa, but 
they must register to stay here more than 
three months. 

There are other exemptions: full 
details are available at any Canada 
Immigration Centre.

Coming to Canada to work? 

Visitors will not be allowed 


admission to Canada to search for work. 

Arrangements for an Employment 
Visa for a foreign worker can best be made 
in Canada by the Canadian employer. He 
should contact the nearest Canada 
Manpower Centre, which will determine 
whether Canadian workers are available for 
the job. The Employment Visa will only be 
issued if no qualified Canadian citizen or 
landed immigrant is available. 


Penalties 

Any violation of the new regulations 
is an offence, and could result in a fine of 
up to $500, and/or imprisonment up to six 
months, and removal from Canada. 


Summary 

From now on, all visitors must have 
an Employment Visa to work in Canada; 
or be registered with an Immigration 
Officer if they intend to stay here more 
than three months.

HOLLYWOOD - Andy 
Razaf. the composer-lyricist 
who put the words to such 
musical greats as Honeysuck¬ 
le Rose, Ain't Misbehavin’ 
and Stompin’ at the Savoi, 
died Saturday in a hospital 
here. He was 77. 

He wrote over 1,000 songs, 
collaborating with such tal¬ 
ents as Thomas (Fats) 
Waller. Louis Armstrong. Wil¬ 
liam Handy, Fubie Blake. 
Clarence Williams and Paul 
Denniker. 

He was perhaps the first 
black writer to write a protest 
song that became a hit. The 
lyrics asked, What Did I Do, 
to be so Black and Blue? 

Razaf’s real nine was An- 
dreamenetanJa Paul Razafln- 
a keriefo. lie was born in Wash-' 
inglon, D.C., in 18fo. HlfSftJ? 
after hi? mother, a member 
of Madagascan royalty, fled 
that country to escape the 
French invasion. His father 
was killed in the invasion. 

At 16, he left school in 
Washington t° help his wi¬ 
dowed mother, and soon he 
turned to gperious song writ¬ 


ing. His first hit was in 1917, 
just a year later. The song 
was called Baltimore, and it 
quickly established the teen¬ 
ager in music circles. 

Razaf rose to stardom dur¬ 
ing the 1920s, when name 
singers were recording his 
works and he was in demand 
for Broadmead and Harlem 
nightclub shows. 

Through the 1930s Razaf 
turned out hit after hit. He 
wrote both the words and 
music for some, including. On 
Revival Day and That’s What 
I Like About the South. 

In May, 1972, Razaf, who 
had been crippled by a stroke 
for over two decades,, re¬ 
turned to New York in a 
wheelchair to be Inducted into 
Jh* songwr^rfc • Hall of 
Fame* 

Razaf is survived by his 
wife, Alicia.

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When folks write to me asking what 
plants would make a colorful display in 
a shaded flower bed, I usually suggest 
that they plant it up with tuberous be¬ 
gonias. These plants make a grand 
showing with their exotic blooms, and 
they get along surprisingly well around 
the north side of the house where they 
receive direct sunshine only in the early 
morning and late afternoon. 

Begonias do require a modicum of 
sun, however, or af least a situation 
open to the sky where they will get a 
reasonable amount of reflected light 
For positions under trees and other 
more densely shaded locations, a better 
performer ia the Plantain Laly. 

Actually, this name is mtflead&tg. 
for » Mft'l ft Hly, ftMhOUgh It la a 
member of the lily family, and it bears 
no relationship whatever to the plantain 
weed. Technically it bears the name of 
either Hosta or Funkia — the botanists 
ae still arguing which is correct. 

Host was a Viennese physician at¬ 
tached to the Austrian emperor’s court, 
while Funk was an 18th century Ger¬ 
man botanist, and as far as I can find 
out, it has never been decided definitely 
whose name should be attached to this 
hardy and rugged perennial plant. 


The plantain lilies are natives of 
East Asia, especially Japan, and are 
used extensively in Japanese gardens 
for the texture effect of their foliage. 
The leaves are about the size and shape 
of the Aspidistra, but heavily grooved 
lengthwise, providing an interesting 
contrast to the smooth-leaved subjects 
nearby. 

The flower stems rise about a foot 
above the foliage, or a little more in 
some varieties, and the plants bloom 
mostly in July and August, with white, 
blue or lavender ball-shaped florets car¬ 
ried in onesided clusters. They put on 
their beit performance in rich, deep, 
woodsy soil in a moist and shaded 
place, and I have seen them bloom 
their heads off in difficult spots unde* 
trees where nothing els* but ferns 
would survive. 

They multiply by root extension, 
rather in the same fashion as the Day 
Lily, and a single portion will grow into 
a clump two feet across in about three 
years. They can be bought and planted 
or lifted and divided either in the spring 
or the fall, and the roots are so tough 
and stringy they cannot be pulled or 
torn apart but must be separated with n 
knife or a hacksaw blade. Plant with 
the crown covered by about two inches 


of soil, as for peonies, and give plenty 
of water until nicely established. 


Once they settle down comfortably, 
the Hostas can get by with very little 
attention. Frost, wind, drought - noth¬ 
ing seems to bother them very much. I 
have never seen arny trace of disease or 
blight mi their handsome leaves, and 
about the only pest which has any appe¬ 
tite for them is the slug, and he is easi¬ 
ly controlled with a metaldehyde bait. 

One very fine variety is Hosta (or 
Funkia) sieboldiana elegans, with broad 
blue-green leaves and pale blue flowers. 
Ifoneybells is a fairly new hybnd with 
bright, shiny leaves and fragrant white 
flowers, good for c ut t i n g . CrispuJa 
variegated kind bearing green leaves 
with a white margin »M flmvtrtnf )n a 
pale purple shade. 

Funkia (or Hosta) fortune! aureo- 
maculata is another variegated variety, 
grev-green leaves bordered with gold, 
while Varieguta has dark green leaves 
patterned with cream or pale yellow, 
and bearing lilac-colored flowers on 
18-inch stems. 

These plants are not unduly expen¬ 
sive to buy, running from around $1.35 
for the commoner kinds to $3.50 for the 
newer hybrids.

Most legislative changes, he 
said, will await the report of a 
three-man commission to be 
set up "very, very soon" to 
examine all aspects of labor 
legislation within B.C. 

He hopes the commission 
will report within a year, but 
that it will make interim re¬ 
ports in the meantime which 
will allow some changes to be 
implemented sooner. 

King said there was a com¬ 
mitment on his part to reduce 


the number ifrikes and 
lockouts occurring j in the 
province. 

"If I fail to heduce the in¬ 
cidence of strikes and lock¬ 
outs very greatly over the 
next few years, I’ll certainly 
consider that I've failed/’ the 
minister said. 

The first step in improving 
labor relations, he said, had 
been the government's move 
in October to remove the 
compulsory sections of the 
Mediation Commission Act — 
sections which had given the 


Reservoir Clearing Job 


Socred Patronage—MLA 


Friends of the 'former Social 
Credit government received a 
contract for a reservoir clear¬ 
ing operation in northern B.C. 
without the gov ernment going 
to tender, and as a result the 
people of B.C. may have lost 
$250,000, an NDP backbencher 
charged Monday.

Not one 
other person in this province 
was allowed to bid on it, nor 
did they know of it." Howev¬ 
er. he said, there was another 
company working in the same 
area that could have done the 
job, and probably done it bet¬ 
ter. 

Kelly told the house that 
last year on agreement was 
drawn between the former re¬ 
sources minister I Ray WUIls- 
ton). the recreation and con¬ 
servation department fmd 
Oottsa Clearing. 

’ “The agreement was that 
this company was to construct 
a barge with a cutting device 
on it, and that they were to 
clear certain portions of Whi- 
tesail Lake." a lake with a 
shoreline of 500 miles and 
about 80,000 acres of timber 
drowned by an aluminum 
company project. 

Kelly said the company con¬ 
structed the barge with 
$300,000 advanced it by the 
recreation and conservation 
department, then “went on a 
spree of cutting of the 
drowned timber in a previous¬ 
ly designated area of the 
lake." 

“The timber was supposed 


to have been cut about 18 feet" 
below the lake’s surface, he 
said, but on a recent visit to 
the area he had found "many 
sheared trees protruding 
above the surface of the 
water, and many dozens just 
below die surface.'' 

Since plans are to lower the 
water level soon by about 10 


feet, the result is that the 
whole area will have to be 
recut, Kelly said. 

TTic firm Bond Brothers ot 
jVanderhoof Is doing similar 
work, but has never received 
any money from the govern¬ 
ment and wasn't allowed to 
bid on the Whitesail project, 
he said.

"Hundreds” of B.C. resi¬ 
dents are being gypped by un¬ 
ethical mortgage companies 
while provincial authorities 
ignore their plight, Liberal 
Dave Brousson charged in the 
Legislature Monday. 

Brousson. the member for 
North Vancouver-Capilano, 
named a number of Van- 
couver-area companies in the 
field, citing usurious rates of 
interest, and referring to 
them at one point in his 
speech as "on the verge of 
being crooks" and at another 
as "outright crooks.” 

Speaking in the throne de¬ 
bate, the Liberal member

called on the government to 
enforce provisions o' the 
Mortgage Brokers’ Act, 
passed by the Legislature in 
1971 and to strengthen and re¬ 
vise that law if necessary as 
soon as possible. 

While there are many ethi¬ 
cal mortgage firms, Brousson 
said, others don’t meet these 
requirements. Some, he 
added, are "outright crooks;" 
others arc "weak who are 
tempted, and when the oppor¬ 
tunity is given, do as the 
others do.'.' 

Those in the latter category, 
the Liberal member said, are 
engaged in "one huge rip-off 


on the part of people who are 
on the verge of being crooks " 

Brousson cited the case of a 
couj»le with four children who 
own a $25,000. Vancouver 
North Shore home on which 
there was a first mortgage for 
$ 9,000 repayable at $150 a 
month. 

The couple, getting relocat¬ 
ed in B.C. after working for a 
period in Hong Kong, wanted 
to borrow $6,200 against their 
equity in the home and were 
referred to "a certain" mor¬ 
tage company. They got the 
money but had to pay a bonus 
to the company of $1,700 
amounting to 29 per cent of 


the proceeds of the loan 
apd an interest rate of 17 per 
cent. 

At a monthly payment of 
$113 the couple would have 
paid a total of $7,080 in five 
years but would still owe 
$7,300 which was due in a 
lump sum at the end of that 
period. 

In actual fact, however,, 
they "missed a payment or 
two" and as a result, Brous¬ 
son said, the couple at the end 
of one year owes $8,250 or 
$350 more than they originally 
borrowed.

For the first time in club 
history, Income from on-th**- 
field activities passed the 31 
million marie at 31,007,283. 
That included 3546,124 from 
gate receipt*, 351,966 in equa¬ 
lization payments, 381,508 


from pre-season games, 
3%.238 from two WFC playoff 
games and 3122,750 for the 
13-10 loss to Hamilton Tiger- 
Cats in the Grey Cup. 

The biggest expense was 
3909,193 for salaries, travell¬ 
ing and team maintenance. 
Total expenses were 
51.073,915. 

The profit of 343,916 was 
twice as much as the 1971 fig¬ 
ure of 321,392 and more than 
triple the 314,000 profit in 
1970, 

The amount in the reserve 


fund increased to 3629,004 
from 3585.088 in 1971. 

Attendance was 142,867, up 
sU^itly from the 138,350 fans 
who watched games hr Taylor 
field in 1971.

BOSTON (CP) - Armand 
“Bep” Guidolln could have 
been making more money in 
the World Hocjcey Associa¬ 
tion, but because he thought 
he owed Boston Bruins some¬ 
thing. he stuck around — now 
he'i coach of the defending. 
SUnley Cup champions. 

“I could have made more 
money but — and r know this 
sounds oomy I believe I 
I to the Boston ergttfaefr* 
tion to stay with tham,” Gui- 
dolin said last year after sign¬ 
ing a two-year contract to 
coach Boston Braves, the 
Bruins’ American Hockey 
League farm team. 

Harry Sinden, Bruins man¬ 
aging director, announced 
Monday that Guldolin was 
being elevated to succeed 
Tom Johnson who has been 
nvwed upstairs, to an ad¬ 
ministrative job with the Na¬ 
tional Hockey League club. 

Guidolln, 47-year-old former 
Bruin player, said he had 
offers from WHA clubs last 
year. At the same time, he 
recognized the posslblliy of 
his move up, although he 
downgraded rumors which 
had been circulating last 
winter before Johnson led the 
Bruins to their 1972 Stanley 
Cup victory. 

Guidolin, a native of 
ThoroM, Ont, who grew up in 
Timmins, has a long hiatory 
of devotion to'hockey and the 
Bruins. 

Guidolin was only 16 when 
he first started playing with 
the Bruins, and he still holds 
the record for being the 
youngest player ever in the 
NHL. 

He played with the Bruins 
four seasons before moving on 
to Detroit Red Wings, and 
then Chicago Black Hawks. 
He scored 107 goals and 171 
assists in nine NHL seasons. 

After leaving the NHL. he 
drifted around the minor 
leagues as a player, scout, 
coach and referee. 

He was coach of Oshawa 
Generals in 1966, the year all- 
star defenceman Bobby Orr 
graduated to the Bruins from 
the Generals. 

The Generals weif then a 
junior club sponsored by the 
Bruins, and when Guidolin 
took them to the Memorial 
Cup final against Edmonton 
Oil Kings, the coach refused 
to play Orr because the defen¬ 
ceman hak a groin injury. 
Gulfeolin was afraid Orr might 
suffer permanent damage by 
playing with the injury and 
the Generals lost the cham¬ 
pionship final to Edmonton.

Machine Is Life , 


Escape Uncertain 


Davis:

Thirty people in the Greater Victoria 
area depend on a machine for life. With¬ 
out a regular hookup on the sophisticated 
$5,000 device, their bodies would, in ef¬ 
fect, poison them. 

More than half of them have no pros¬ 
pects of independence from The Ma¬ 
chine. They are too old. Their arteries 
have hardened. So every week they 
spend as much as 30 hours connected to 
the contraption that cleanses their blood. 

But the others, those under 50 years 
of age, have hope. Any day now they 
may receive a telephone call from their 
doctor: "Get to Vancouver General Hos¬ 
pital as quickly as you can. There's a 
chance of a transplant." 

A new kidney. And a better than 50-50 
chance of resuming a normal life. 

Dr. Ab Siddiqui, who has taken part 
in 58 kidney transplants in Toronto and 
Saskatoon, has a -lot of faith in the 
grafts. He’s hoping that the Royal Jubi¬ 
lee Hospital can start a transplant unit 
within the next year or two. 

Kidney dialysis, the official name for 
The Machine and what it does, is only a 
‘‘scoand-best substitute" fbr the real 
thing, he says. Even if technology comes 
bp with a suitcase-sized machine that a 
patient can carry around, it will still be 
a poor alternative to human tissue. 

For an organ ahout as big as a 
clenched fist, the kidney has an impor¬ 
tance far out of proportion to its size. It 
makes urine by drawing the impurities 
from fhe blood that flows through it. 

It has a major role in controlling 
blood pressure; a diseased kidney can 
cause blindness by increasing the pres¬ 
sure of blood in veins to the eyes, until 
they burst. 

They are incredibly tough organs that 
can continue working under severe hand¬ 
icaps, Siddiqui explained. 

‘‘The body chemistry begins to short¬ 
change after 75 per cent of the kidneys 
are gone because of disease," he said, 
"but a person can get by on as little as 5 
per cent kidney function. 

"If one of the two kidneys is diseased 
and removed from the body, the other 
will grow to nearly twice its size and 
take over the complete job of cleansing 
the blood. 

Like in heart transplants, the biggest 
problem in kidney grafts is rejection. If 
the donor is an identical twin, there’s an 
excellent chance of success because the 
body chemistry is so alike. 

Transplants from/ brother or sister 
stand a 60 to 80 per cent chance. The 
success rate from strangers is about 50 
per cent. An important consideration in 
matching donor and recipient is the 
number of Human Lucocyte Antigens 
(HLA) in each body. 

Antigens* are the substances that in¬ 
duce antibodies, and if there are an un¬ 
equal amount of HLAs in the two bodies, 
the transplanted kidney will be recog¬ 
nized as foreign tissue and attacked. 

What follow’s is a scenario of a kidney 
transplant, as seen by Dr. Siddiqui: 

A traffic accident victim is brought 
into the emergency ward of a hospital. 
He is near death. The attending doctor 
calls in a kidney specialist (nephrolo¬ 
gist) who makes sure the heart, lung and 
kidneys are still functioning. He careful¬ 
ly inspects the kidneys. 

The nephrologist lines up two of his 
patients, since both kidneys may be 
used. They are brought into hospital. 

When the brain wave activity of the 
victim stops, he must be declared dead 
by the family doctor. And unless the vic¬ 
tim has signed a legal documnet before 
his death, the next-of-kin is asked for 
permission to remove the kidneys. 

The donor and recipient are placed in 
adjacent operating rooms. Since a kid¬ 
ney must be removed within 10 minutes 
after death, the surgeon begins slicing 
immediately after the next-of-kin have 
given their permission. 

Meanwhile, the recipient is being 
given anti-rejection medication, and his 
body is cut open to receive the new 
organ. 

When the donor’s kidney is removed, 
it is handed to the nephrologist. He 
places it in a freezing solution, and 
cleans it with a chilly fluid. Then the kid¬ 
ney is placed in a plastic bag and tran¬ 
sported to the recipient, where the arte¬ 
ry, vein and ureter (passage*to the blad¬ 
der) are sewn into place. 

It is after this relatively simple 
operation that the worry starts. The first 
hurdle to clear is the immediate "disas¬ 
ter'’ rejection, in which the recipients 
antibodies will attackk the tissue and de¬ 
stroy it within 24 hours. 

Then comes the critical period of six 
weeks, generally regarded as the "do or 
die" period when the body adjusts to the 
intruder. 

Siddlaul said a lot of the risk may be 
removed from the operation, first per¬ 
formed in the mid-1950s, if researchers 
learn to preserve the kidny outside the 
body. This could lead to the setting up of 
an kidney bank, which would give doc¬ 
tors a choice of organs to use. 


Witt and companion 

Witt Poised 
To Shed 
His Bondage 

The next time Gve Witt leaves for 
Vancouver, he’ll probably be saying 
good-bye to his cumbersome, time-con¬ 
suming companion for the past three 
months — the artificial kidney machine. 

Witt, a Victoria alderman and owner 
of health studio, is in line for a trans¬ 
plant that could put his life back on an 
even keel. His diseased kidneys were 
removed last week in a major operation 
that will require at least 14 days recu¬ 
peration. 

After that, it’s simply a matter of 
waiting for that crucial telephone call 
from Vancouver General Hospital, tell¬ 
ing him they have found a donor. 

Until then the 45-year-old father of four 
remains a virtual slave of The Machine, 
nickname for the dialysis unit at Royal 
Jubilee Hospital that cleans his blood¬ 
stream for a total of 24 hours a week. 

"I have high hopes,” Witt said in a 
recent interview at his home at 2005 
Romney. "I’m probably as good a physi¬ 
cal specimen as they’ve ever had on the 
transplant program. I have the right 
mental attitude." 

But developing this attitude was an 
uphill battle. After his first "session" on 
The Machine last November, Witt sank 
into a deep depression. 

"It hit me like running headfirst into 
a brick wall. I lay in my room, faced 
with the prospect of depending on the 
machine for the rest of my life. It shook 
me so bad. I cried. 

"What was going to happen to my ef¬ 
ficiency? My goals and dreams? Would 
everything grind to a halt?" 

Witt’s kidney problem was heredi¬ 
tary. His kidneys were polycystic, which 
led to an extremely high blood pressure. 
They \yere operating at less than 20 per 
cent efficiency, and deteriorating fast. 

In March, 1972, his doctor told him to 
prepare himself fbr dialysis treatment, 
and possthly a transplant at a later date. 
Eight months later, he was hooked up to 
the machine. 

Since the disease was a hereditary 
one, he could not hope for a transplant 
from his brothers or sisters, which would 
have increased the chances of success. 

Recently, he spent three days at the 
Vancouver General where he was given 
a intensive physical checkup — x blood, 
urine, eyes, glands, throat and urinary 
tract. 

"So now it's the waiting game," Wirt 
said. "I’ve made arrangement! with 
various airlines to fly me to Vancouver 
on very short notice. 

On# thing that Witt has had a hard 
time getting used to was the strict diet 
that is an integral part of dialysis. 

The whole experience taught hi Hf a 
number of useful lessons, not the least of 
which was a renewed appreciation of his 
life. 

He took a fresh look at his family, his 
function as an elected official, his health 
studio, his friends who rallied round. 
And he saw there were a lpt of people "a 
helluva lot worse off than I am."

The pro¬ 
posed arena although primari¬ 
ly for ice is planned as a mul¬ 
ti-purpose .function which 
could easily be converted for 
other than ice sports. 


It is seen as a centre for 
hockey, figure skating, la¬ 
crosse, roller skating, wres¬ 
tling, basketball and other 
recreation to fill the needs of 
a rapidly-growing district. 

A plan drawn up by the con¬ 
sulting engineers Phillips, 
Barrett. Hillier, Jones and 
Partners, is for a building 
comprised of 33,660 square 
feet allowing for a standard 
ice rink of 200 feet by 85 feet. 

A total seating capacity for 
spectators of 950 is provided 
as well as a public skating 
concourse, changerooms. 
washrooms, offices and other 
facilities. 

The estimated total cost is 
$700,000 but with government 
grants, this figure could be 
reduced to $412,125, according 
to a report from the commit¬ 
tee. These grants include a 
federal winter works grant of 
$85,000 and a provincial gov¬ 
ernment grant of $204,125. 

Arena committee secretary 
Barry Dash said that accord¬ 
ing to figures worked out, the 
average cost per year to the 
taxpayer would be between 
$10 and $15. 


The financing figure is 
worked out on a basis of, 
seven per cent over a 20-ycar “ 
period at an annual cost of 
$38,900. with an operating def¬ 
icit of $20,800. Estimated rev¬ 
enue from the arena would be 
about $37,000 while expendi¬ 
tures would be around $57,800. 


Parksville was chosen as 
the most central part of the 
district and the village coun¬ 
cil was asked to make a site 
available in the community 
park. Council agreed in prin¬ 
ciple ■ last year to allow the 
use of 3’4 acres of land in the 
park on a lease basis.

PORT ALBERNI - A man 
who built his home on the 
wrong piece of property 
doesn’t know if he'll be able 
to stay there. 

Sixteen years ago, John 
Falconer built a small house 
on what he thought was his 
own property in the Beaver 
Creek district of the Albemi 
Valley. 

As it turned out the proper¬ 
ty was crown land. 

Now the provincial lands 


branch wants to lease half of 
the lot to Falconer for five- 
year periods, yet with no op¬ 
tion to buy. But, the Beaufort 
advisory planning committee 
has urged strongly that an ex¬ 
change of lands would be the 
simplest solution. 

They say there is no road 
access to Falconer’s actual 
property and that, besides the 
fact that he is an elderly man, 
he can ill afford the cost of 
access and surveying. 


Falconer says his home 
cannot be moved. 

The regional district of Al- 
berni Clayoquot has accept¬ 
ed the recommendation of the 
advisory planning committee, 
but there Is some question as 
to whether or not the lands 
branch will accept it. 

The alternative is that Fal¬ 
coner will be forced off the 
land he has considered his 
own for 16 years.

When Maestro Klaro Mi- 
zerit is conducting not only 
the orchestra members but 
the entire audience knows 
what he wants — and from 
which musicians.

Elgar, Mendelssohn or his 
own composition. 

At least two selections in 
the weekend’s pair of concerts 
are familiar old friends: 
Wagner’s Preludes to Acts 1 
and 3 from Lohengrin, and El¬ 
gar’s Serenade for Strings. 

When Mendelssohn visited 
Scotland in 1829 to create a 
symphony built upon the his¬ 
tory and traditions of that 
land he must have missed 
much of the fun of the 
country. 

Almost throughout. the 
music evokes thoughts more 
of Scottish storms and Scot¬ 
tish moodiness. 


Except for the lively second 
movement there is only, here 
and there, a hint of the lilting 
melodies that are connected 
with the songs and dances of 
that land. 

Thoughts go, instead, to the 
rugged countryside and the 
battles that raged up and 
down its length over so many 
years, during the stormy pas¬ 
sages of this symphony. 

Elgar’s Serenade justified 
once more its wide popularity, 
and Mizerit drew a singing 
performances from all sec¬ 
tions.

About 4:20 p.m. Friday. Oak Bay police cons¬ 
table Herb Craig and his partner were sent to in¬ 
vestigate a burglar alarm from Oak Bay high 
school, 2151 Cranmore. 

They found it was a false alarm, but they also 
found two youths in the area and $17 in crumpled 
bills. 

Severi hours and many questions later, two 
youths and $17 had grown to 10 youths and $8,000 
in an investigation by two police departments that 
included the search of three houses. 

Saturday morning, nine Victoria and Oak 
Bay juveniles appeared before Provincial Court 
Judge H. E. Alder on charges of breaking, enter¬ 
ing and theft, and possession of stolen property, 
firey were remanded without plea tp Monday. 

A 17year-«id youth who was issued an ap¬ 


pearance notice will appear Monday in Victoria 
Provincial Court on a charge of possession of stol¬ 
en property. 

Craig, whose find of $17 started the investi¬ 
gation, said he and his partner checked the burglar 
alarm coming from the school bandroom, but 
found nothing there. 

However, they saw two youths acting suspic¬ 
iously in the area so they stopped them, and this 
led to Craig’s find of the $17 under some steps 
leading to an outside classroom. 

The policemen took the youths to the police 
station for further questioning. 

As a result of the interviews, police returned 
to the school and found two packets of money to¬ 
talling about $1,300 under a bitjyclr rack More 
questioning brought the Victoria police into the

case and led-to the issuing of a search warrant for 
a house in Victona. 

More youths were arrested and $1,800 found. 
A second Victoria house was searched and $400 
found, this time without a search warrant—“the 
parents were very co-operative," said Craig. 

Finally, a third Victoria house was searched, 
not once but several times. 

“Money was hidden in every conceivable 
place—in a chesterfield, in the rafters—we even 
dug up $650 in the backyard,” Craig said. 

Hie last time police went back to the house 
they found $2,700 in the basement. 

The final count about 11 p.m. was $7,932, a 
list of goods bought with more stolen money, and 
10 suspects. 

“Our biggest concern wag getting the money 
before someone else did,” said Craig. 

Polk* my th# investigation appeared to have 
solved a break-in at a'Victoria house Tuesday and 
another earlier Friday. 

It appears there were two groups of youths. 
One group did the original break-in and theft 
Tuesday. The other group found out about it and 
stole the money from the first group, said police.

One of the most congested 
areas in Victoria during rush 
hour these days is the John¬ 
son Street bridge approach. 

It can be worth half an hour 
of the motorist’s time to use 
the bridge between 8 and 9 
a.m. or 4 and 5 p.m., but the 
city hall traffic department 
says all will be well by June. 

City work crews are busy attfc 
the moment tearing up side¬ 
walk*/ trucking away rubble 
and holding up traffic. The 
aim of all this activity is to 
realign completely the 


various approaches to the 
bridge. 

The last stretch of Wharf 
will be moved farther east, 
enabling twto lanes of traffic 
to approach the bridge, com¬ 
pared with one lane now. 

Pandora, which formerly 
came to an end at Store 
Street, will be pushed through 
to the bridge. 

Johnson will become a one¬ 
way street, feeding bridge 
traffic into the downtown 
area, and Yates will continue 
one-way in the opposite direc¬ 


tion, feeding traffic from 
downtown to the bridge via 
Wharf. Traffic lights will reg¬ 
ulate the necessary crossing 
of the two streams. 

As a result of the realign¬ 
ment three parcels of land, 
now either blacktopped or oc¬ 
cupied by old buildings, will 
become available for lands¬ 
caping. 

Aid. Mike Young, chairman 
of city council’s zoning com¬ 
mittee, said Thursday the 
property , to be landscaped. 
couldn’t be utilized for any¬ 


thing else. It was also impor¬ 
tant to make the new bridge 
approach system as attractive 
as possible, he said. 

In terms of traffic flow, the 
new approach will enable 
about 800 cars to cross the 
bridge during each peak traf¬ 
fic hour from Wharf to Vic¬ 
toria West, compared with 
about 400 cars now. 

Better movement of traffic 
will also result as far as the 
other approaches are con¬ 
cerned, according to the traf¬ 
fic department.

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Mortgage Firms ‘Gyp Hundreds’

“Hundreds” of B.C. resi¬ 
dents are being gypped by un¬ 
ethical mortgage companies 
while provincial authorities 
ignore their plight, Liberal 
yDave Broussop charged in the 
Legislature Monday. 

Brousson. the member for 
North Vancouver-Capilano, 
named a number of Van- 
couver-area companies in the 
field, citing usurious rates of 
interest, and referring to 
them at -one |>oint in his 
speech as “on the verge of 
lteing crooks" and at another 
as “outright crooks.” 

Speaking in the throne de¬ 
hate, the Liberal member

called on the government to 
enforce provisions of the 
Mortgage Brokers' Act, 
passed by the Legislature in 
1971 and to strengthen and re¬ 
vise that law if necessary as 
soon as possible. 

While there are many ethi¬ 
cal mortgage firms, Brousson 
said, others don’t meet these 
requiremehts. Some, he 
added, are "outright crooks:" 
others are “weak who are 
tempted, and when the oppor- 
tunity is given, do as the 
others do." 

Those in the latter category, 
the Liberal member said, are 
engaged in "orie huge rip-off 


on the part of people who arp 
.on the verge of being crooks." 

Brousson cited the case of n 
couple with four children who 
own a J23.GOO 1 Vancouver 
North Shore home on which 
there was a first mortgage for 
$9,000 repayable at $150 a 
month. 

The couple, getting relocat¬ 
ed in B.C. after working for a 
l>criod in Hong Kong, wanted 
to borrow $6,200 against their 
equity in the home and were 
referred to “a certain" mor¬ 
tage company. They got the 
money but had to pay a bonus 
to the.company of $1,700 
amounting to 29 per cent of 


the proceeds of the loan 
and an interest rate of 17 per 
cent. 

At a monthly payment of 
$118 the couple would have 
l>ald a total of $7,080 in five 
years but would still owe 
$7,300 which was due in a 
lump sum at the end of that 
period. 

In actual fact, however, 
they "missed a payment or 
two" and as a result. Brous¬ 
son said, the couple at the end 
of one year owes $8,250 or 
$350 more than they originally 
borrowed.

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Board Urging 
Parental Help

The Greater Victoria School District strike con¬ 
tinues today after teetering Monday night on the 
verge of settlement. • . 

The upshot was an appeal by the school board 
to parents to help keep the 54 schools open for two 
hours or more each day. 

A proposed- package settlement was accepted by 
the board at a special.meeting Monday night, but 
rejected about two hoprs later by the strikers. 

The recommendations came 
from government mediator 
Clark Gilmour following an 
exhausting 48 hours of talks 
Friday, Saturday an3 Sunday 
between negotiators for the 
lioard and the Canadian Union 
of Public Employees. 

The strike involving 268 
maintenance employees 
began Jan.. J2 and has dras¬ 
tically limited school atten¬ 
dance. 

School board chairman 
Peter Bunn, expressing bitter 
disappointment, said the 
package 82 cents an hour 
over two years would have 
meant an average pay in¬ 
crease of about 10 per cent in 
each of two years. He said the 
union had gone into Monday’s 
talks still demanding a 20 per 
cent hike each year. 

However, it was the type of 
proposal that had to be ac¬ 
cepted as a package. The 
strikers rejected it by a vote 
of 177 to 61 after discussing 
one particular issue the 
fact the agreement would 
have retained the work cate¬ 
gory of laborer-janitor. This 
has been strongly opposed by 
janitors who have argued 
against such duties as lawn 
cutting. 

The board I* taking two 
steps today: It will seek cabi¬ 
net approval to keep the 
schools open two hours a day 
during the duration of the 
strike wherever heating and 
health conditions prove ade¬ 
quate. This has been the pat¬ 
tern followed until now, hut 
without official government 
sa notion. 

Bunn said the government 
was fully aware of what was 
going on but the board wanted 
approval in writing. 

The second step is aimed at 
the parents of school children. 

In at least one instance ear¬ 
lier in the strike a group of 
parents had ignored picket 
lines to clean a school. But 
Bunn said the board had not 
encouraged this practice. 

But now it will. 

"The board will taj^e n new 
tack in assisting parents to 
maintain the schools." Bunn 
said.
